Not so very long ago it seemed 
rather important that ‘‘the man 
| behind the cow” should be an ath-

them, Sixty or seventy years ago, 


young, as was also the dairy busi- 
ness, the principal surplusage of 


dairy products came from the nor- 
thern and New England States, and 
eastern provinces of Canada where 
the greater part of the summer had 
to be spent in raising, harvesting 
and storing up feed for the long, 
cold winter; and the man who 
could swing a scythe from 4 to 11 
a.m. and wield a fork from 1 to 9 
p. m., or to the last load was safe 
in the barn, was considered to be 
about the right sort of a mun to 
make a success of a dairy farm. 

Feed must still be stored up for 
the winter and times of short past- 
ure, but the many mathines now 
to be had to facilitate this work, 
have reduced the f&ctual labor part 
of this work almost beyond com- 
putation . Young men may hard- 
ly realize it, but there are a few 
yet alive who can remember what 
it was to lead a gang of mowers in 
heavy clover and herds-grass; it 
was not called timothy then. It 
may not require any higher degree 
of brain power to run these new 
machines than it did to rightly 
sharpen and hang a scythe, for 
this could not be well done by any- 
one who was either mentally or! 
puysicully weak. Now the mowing 
machine, tedder and rake are all 
equipped with easy spring seats, 
while the power-loader and_horse- 
fork do the rest; and weather per- 
mitting, the hay crop is easily se- 
cured on time and in good order, 
Then, if the dairyman has a silo, 
he can command succulent cow 
feed as good or better than green 
grass for every day of the year, and 
he needs it, and by keeping an 
account of each cow he need not 
sweat much for fear of the sheriff.

ral tie to a period a good deal earlier 
than the birth of Christ, 
| The safety pin was an article of 
common use in Italy long beforo the 
Roman Empire attained the height of 
its xlory. sme of them were exact. 
ly like those of to-day, utilizing the 
familiar principle of coiled spring and 
Featch; but the material of which they 
| were mado seems always to have been 
I bronze. Th: 4y took on a development, 
| however, far more remarkable than 
our modern safety pins, many of them 
| being quite large affairs, ten inches 
or so in length, and hollow, as if de- 
signed to ho attached to the gown in 
front, and possibly to contain flowers, 
Not infre quentiy they were ornament: 
ed with gems.

Of all modern inventions, none 
seems to belong more typically to the 
oresent day than the so-called McGill

But for the charred ends cf those 
burnt matches, Sofus Madsen, th3 
celebrated Norwegian sculptor, might 
still be behind the bars of a German 
prison. They did not prove that le 
was not 4 ‘‘spy,” but they did enable 
him to prove that he was a capable 
artist, and might be Madsen himself. 

Madsen and a brother artist were 
traveling through the Ries:nbirge, in 
Germany—off the usual tourist route 
—when they got into a quarrel with 
Rome peasants. The latter got the 
worst of the argument, and, bent on 
revenge, followed the strangers to the 
nearest town, where they denounced 
them to the police as spies. 

The German police are very sensi- 
tive on the subject of spies. Here was 
a chance to distinguish themselves. 
80 they promptly clapped Madsen and 
his companion into the local prison. 

After a few days, when it was con- 
venient fod the head of the local po- 
lice, they were handcuffed and 
taken to headquarters for examina- 
tion, They stated their names, their 
occupation and their place of resi- 
dence In addition, Madsen’s compan- 
ion spoke eloquently of the sculptor's 
great fame, not only in Norway but 
in Germany; in fact, all over the civi- 
lized world. 

“Ach, and your passports?” said the 
unimpressed inquisitor. 

“They are with our heavy baggave 
at the railway station,” said Madsen.

It was a miserable place. The floor 
of their cell was below the level of 
the road and very damp. There was 
but little light, and that only at noon- 
day. They had to sleep on straw that 
was none too clean, and their food 
was scanty and of the coarsest kind.

They had shown the police head the 
sketches in their portfolios.

Anybody could get such trash to car- 
ry about the country. 

“Give us drawing materials,” they 
demanded, when finally several of the 
town authorities visited them out of 
curiosity, ‘‘and we will at least prove 
that we are artists.” 

The request only excited uproarious 
laughter. Fortunately the cell con- 
tained a few sheets of rough wrap- 
ping paper, and the tobacco-loving 
Germans had not been so cruel as to 
deprive their prisonera of the solace 
of their pipes. Suddenly Madsen got 
an idea. He filled his pipe and light- 
ed it, scratching one of the ordinary 
matches he carried for that purpose. 
Then, with the charred end of tie 
matchstick, he began to sketch on a 
sheet of wrapping paper. 

His companion did likewise. Thev 
sketched, rapidly, speaking likenesses 
at their visitors, burning more 
matches for pencils, The animosiuy 
and suspicions of the Germans save 
place to admiration of the prisoners’ 
gifts. On the spur of the momens 
Madsen sketched a niasterpieco—'Tne 
Artists in Prison.” It was a faithful 
representation of their own plight. 

This convinced the visiting autnort/ 
ties that they had been entertaining 
celebrities unawares. The prison doora 
wera thrown open and the artists per- 
mittecl to continue their tour without 
turthe r molestation. 

At first the chagrinned head of the 
police seemed to fear that his talented 

ests — who had suffered such a- 
privationa with a crime of which they 
were innocent--would sue the town 
for damages, or take reprisals of some 
other kind. When Madsen informed 
him that all true artists were only 
too glad to suffer in their art’s cause, 
and that he and his companion con. 
sidered the adventure worth fully what 
it had cost them, the official insisted 
on making them his honored guests 
at a farewell suppes, ineluding Wie 
limited ‘‘steing."’
